WASHINGTON—President Ken- 
nedy told Congress Monday there 
was an “urgent” need to enact 
quickly the $1 billion-a-year ad- 
ministration bill to provide health 
insurance benefits for the aged, 
financed through the Social Secur- 
ity system. 


The administration bill was sent 
to the House and Senate by the 
President in separate letters ad- 
dressed to Vice Presdent Lyndon 
B. Johnson and Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, 


*‘Enactment. of the legislation 
would not relieve its beneficiaries 
of their entire responsibility for 
the costs incurred by them for 
their medical needs,” the Presi- 


dent said, “‘but it would enable 
them to meet most of their med- 
ical care costs without any hu- 
miliating means test. The financ- 
ing is based upon the sound and 
proven Social Security principles.’ 


STAGE SET FOR BATTLE 


Nine Republican senators, led 
by Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New 
York, countered with their own 
‘“‘voluntary” health program for 
the aged, thus setting the stage 
for one of the major battles of this 
congressional session. 


The Republican group said its 
measure gave top priority to 
“preventive medica! care, rather 
than hospitalization,” and thus 
included physicians’ visits, diag- 
nostic visits, diagnosing labora- 
tory or X-ray services, and home 
nurse calls as prescribed. 


“‘We are convinced that at this 
writing our plan compared with 
the President’s plan is more lib- 
eral in coverage, more liberal in 
benefits, and more accurately re- 
flects what needs to be done in a 
federal program of medical care 
for the aged,” the nine Repub- 
licans said.

As Pressures Die, 
Need Remains 


Two clear notes rise above the sym- 
Phony of discord regarding preparation 
of a state budget. 

First, the governor cannot be asked 
to play second fiddle to the legislature, 
as House Bill 297 proposes. 


Second, somebody, however, ought to 
call a tune. 


We agree with Gov. Vandiver when 
he urges the Senate to kill Bill 297. dt 
would permit some House politicians to 
rob future governors of their proper 
money powers. 


We urge Gov. Vandiver, however, to 
take the lead in backing an alternate plan. 
And State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, who 
presently carries the overload, should be 
brought into the middle of the planning 
so his advice can be heard. He knows the 
pitfalls as well as the needs. 


The House leaders who got up Bill 
297 accurately spotted a need—a need 
for a new and permanent system of 
budget management, and one. that will 
assure a legislative voice in money mat- 
ters. The fact that HB 297 went too far 
does not erase the need, which remains. 


The need can be met best by concert- 
ing of actions, not by opposing of pres- 
sures. The governor’s own reorganization 
study turned up the basis for prudent 
action in this field.

Is Price Georgia Pays 


A few more weekends like the past 
one would result in the death toll on 
Georgia’s highways equalling or sur- 
passing last year’s rate of slaughter. 

* Several factors figure in the number 
of accidents that bloody our roads. For 
instance, J. O. Bacon, state highway 
maintenance engineer, considers some 
6,000 miles of Georgia highways to be 
potential avenues of death. 

» While the 100-million-dollar bond is- 
sue will go far toward improving roads 
and making them safer, a formula should 
be established to provide for adequate 
maintenance in the years to come. 

Also needed are stepped-up efforts to 
teach drivers to obey traffic rules and 
to apprehend the fools who jeopardize 
the lives of others.

Alec Robertson, information officer of 
the British Consulate here, is not one to 
pass up opportunities. So in announcing 
that Her Majesty’s government is spend- 
ing $67,000 for a permanent consular resi- 
dence here, he pointed out that it repre- 
sents a “modest contribution to the U.S. 
balance of payments.” 

And indeed it does. But it means much 
more, too. As the first building ever to be 
erected by the British government outside 
of Washington, D.C., Atlanta is singularly 
honored. It indicates a faith, not only in 
the future of Atlanta, but in Georgia and 
the South. It accents the traditional 
friendship of our two countries, a friend- 
ship that we hope grows firmer through 
the years. 

Atlanta, as a geographic center of in- 
dustry and commerce, indeed has become 
an international city. Germany has an 
able consular staff and permanent con- 
sular residence, as does Israel. Many

other countries also maintain consular 
establishments here. 

Great Britain and the Commonwealth 
nations are still our best customers and 
this is reciprocated. That fact makes for 
vigor and stability in the Western world. 
And this evidence there “will always be 
an England in Atlanta” is heartily wel- 
comed.

NEA Figures Indicate 
More Must Be Done 


While inching up in several cate- 
gories, Georgia still ranks far below the 
national average in most measurements 
of educational performance. The annual 
tabulation of the National Education As- 
sociation shows that while the state has 
made considerable strides forward, es- 
pecially in state financing, there is still 
a long way to go. 

While the General Assembly is con- 
sidering ending the school attendance law, 
it might note two items‘ in the statistics. 
Of each 1,000 students who entered the 
eighth grade in 1953, only 475 were still 
around to graduate in 1957. And of each 
1,000 students registered for schools, only 
872 are showing up for classes daily. 
Should requirements for attendance be 
eliminated, both these figures very likely 
would become worse. 

Georgia’s expenditures per school child 
has been greatly increased at the state 
level—-77.4 per cent in the past 10 years 
—for an average now of $236. Nationally 
the avérage is $390. Here again the dis- 
parity between local and state support 
is noted. Percentagewise we rank among 
the highest in state support and among 
the lowest in local contributions. 

This disparity, due largely to a state 
system of financing which discourages 
local support, does not apply to all com- 
munities. As Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
has pointed out, Atlanta could operate 
its schools on local funds alone and do 
better than some rural counties since lo- 
cal participation here is more than six 


times the amount of local funds required’ 


under the MFPE. Yet failure of state- 
wide local support dilutes the Atlanta 
effort and of all other systems which 
have tried to do their fair share.

Russia’s Venus rocket achievement 
yields new evidence that a missile 
gap does exist, if not in the military 
sphere, then certainly in the broader one 
of space exploration. 

American missile technology appears 
to be moving pretty well in the military 
field. And this is cause for some comfort 
of an emergency variety. 

But the United States cannot afford to 
be satisfied with its own efforts until they 
match and surpass the Soviets in the 
broadest reach of science.

Escape Rate Shameful 
At Huge State Hospital 


During the past six-month period 111 
patients escaped from the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. Of that number 36 are still 
out and it is feared that one is dead. 

This speaks poorly for security meas- 
ures at the hospital. 

It serves as a further illustration of 
the fact that 12,000 patients are far too 
many to crowd into one sprawling insti- 
tution. 

The state should do better from a fi- 
nancial standpoint in treatment of its 
mentally ill and the hospital should do a 
much better job of keeping tab on its pa- 
tients. 


Do We Still Want the First Amendment? 


Does the First Amendment's guarantee of 
freedom of speech mean that a labor racketeer 
or dope peddlier or Communist can meet with 
associates, talk about his work and his beliefs 
and then refuse to tell a congressional com- 
mittee if he believes in those things or has ever 
talked about them? 

Two U.S. Supreme Court decisions regarding 
an Atlanta hearing is expected next Monday that 
will answer that question—at least for the time 
being and maybe permanently. 

The decisions will pertain to Frank Wilkin- 
son and Carl Braden, who refused to answer 
questions at a House Un-American Activities 
subcommittee hearing here in June 1958 and 
were cited for contempt. The decisions had been 
expected last month. The fact that they were not 
delivered then has led some to suspect that 
there is quite an argument going on within the 
court regarding the question. Most such cases

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refuses to answer, he can be charged with con- 
ternpt and jailed. If he doesn’t refuse to answer 
and he has been exercising his freedom to discuss 
or espouse unpopular doctrines in private, the 
public knowledge of this means he can be fired, 
snubbed, ridiculed or abused, He can, in short, 
be punished by Congress (which ‘made public 
his private beliefs) despite the fact that the Con- 
stitution says men shall not be punished for 
their beliefs or speech or associations. 

Most of us don’t really care about what 
happens in cases of this kind because they 
always seem to involve people with unsavory 
ideas. But the next step after taking away the 
individual’s right to unsavory ideas is to take 
away his right to unpopular ones. In a coun- 
try that places the individual above the state 
such a step would be a disastrous one. (Oddly 
enough, Southern congressmen, who seem to 
understand and cherish the Constitution more 
than other people, have been deafeningly silent 
on this question.) : 

If Americans no longer believe that a man 
should not be publicly punished for private be- 
liefs, then we ought to throw out the First 
Amendment—which is just what most civil liber- 
tarians fear the Supreme Court is going to do 
with its decisions in the Braden-Wilkinson cases.

JFK Slogs Coolly 
On Middle Route 


WASHINGTON—President Kennedy is settling 
now into what was from the start his real and ey 
predestined role—that of a man coolly in the mid- RS 


dle. He himself shuns facile tags like “‘liberal’’ or “conservative.” He 
does not wish to become the personification of either slogan-term, 


like a label on a can of peas. 


He hopes instead to become 
known as simply a “‘responsible’”’ 
chief executive. That strong, rath- 
er sober, word expresses both his 
attitude toward his great task and 
his hopes for his administration. 

That administration is now deep 
into what might be called its 
season of deep winter. The ice has 
been long on the ground here; 
and an icy awareness of the full- 
ness of his problems has become 
imbedded in the President’s mind. 

And if the President feels the 
current chill, he is also calmly 
aware that it is going to warm 
up around here, in both the lit- 
eral and physical senses, by April. 
By then he will have surmounted 
the bulk of his first series of tests 
with Congress and the country. 

Mr. Kennedy and the country, 
too, will know by then about 
where he is going to go all through 
his first term. 

But in the meantime these are 
days of snowy, slogging effort at 
the White House. And the inevi- 
table disappointments are begin- 
ning. to occur with regularity. 
They are not “getting the Presi- 
dent down.” For though he is 
young in years he is an old hand 
at calmly accepting the realities 
of national politics. 

At the same time, his domestic 
policies are now undergoing two 


preliminary criticisms which fore- 
shadow the building up of all-out 
attack. Walter Reuther of the 


-AFL-CIO thinks well of most of 


the Kennedy plans to assist a 
sluggish economy. 

But Reuther objects strenuously 
to what.he calls the President’s 
“serious understatement” of the 
problem. And he is especially an- 
noyed at the Kennedy purpose to 
give certain tax write-offs to busi- 
ness to encourage expansion. 


At the other end of the stick, 
a spokesman for the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, 
George G. Hagedorn, also likes 
much of the Kennedy economic 
program. He calls it “eminently 
sound and thorough’’ in some of 
its general outlines. But he, too, 
then complains—because he does 
not like the absence of means to 
curb “high Jabor costs and high 
taxes.” 

All this does not mean that Mr. 
Kennedy is actually being whip- 
sawed, as yet. But it does most 
Clearly illustrate the inevitably 
painful consequences of standing 
up for the middle way. And to 
have the extremes hitting at him 
does indicate—to the largely con- 
trolling centrist politicians in both 
parties—that the President is 
probably a good deal more right 
than wrong.

' WASHINGTON—It is poetic—and political— 
df justice that the Republicans should have a jolly 
time in making all the capital they can out of 


the administration’s “missile gaffe.”’ It will take a lot of doing before 
the Republican partisans equal the exaggerated talk of Democratic 


partisans during the past two years—talk about the “missile .lag,” 
the “muscle lag,” the ‘mental lag,” and other campaign cliches. 


This may not be the best way of 
getting at the truth, but it is one 
way. 

Not many months ago Sen. 
Stuart Symington, one of the 
Democratic party’s leading de- 
fense specialists, was accusing 
President Eisenhower of ‘‘mis- 
leading’’ the American people by 
not admitting that there was a 
missile gap. 

Now President Kennedy is ami- 
ably accusing the press of mis- 
leading the public by reporting 
that some of his Pentagon advisers 
find no “missile gap.”’ 

President Kennedy is taking a 
different position on the missile 
gap than Sen. Kennedy took in 
his campaign to become Presi- 
dent. 


As a candidate Kennedy was 
sure there was a missile gap, but 
as President he is not sure there 
is a missile gap. He urges the 
press and the public to reserve 
judgment as to whether there is 
or is not a missile gap until his 
officials at the Pentagon can take 
a longer look at everything. 

We can all understand — the 
alacrity with which the White 
House denied that a preliminary 
study indicated that no, significant 
missile gap was developing. 
President Kennedy is certainly 


- 
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right in counseling against a pre- 
mature judgment that there is no 
missile gap. But I cannot escape 
the conviction that top Pentagon 
authorities are finding their stud- 
ies pointing to the conclusion that 
there is no grave missile gap in 
the making, but in terms of total 
deterrence, it is, to use their 
phrase, ‘‘irrelevant,”’ and that in 
his briefing with correspondents 
the defense secretary either wise- 
ly or unwisely, intentionally or 
unintentionally, maturely or pre- 
maturely, said just about that and 
wishes he hadn’t. 

Nobody is going to hold this

The Texas convention accom- 
plished exactly the opposite of 
what it was supposed to when to- 
day’s hand came up in the World 
Bridge Olympiad. 


The convention, named Texas 
because it originated there, is a 
bidding device which permits one 
player to transfer the contract to 
his partner. It operates after the 
pair have opened with one no- 
trump. 


Suppose North opens one no- 
trump and South has this holding:

Surely the best spot for the hand 
is four hearts, and if North were 
somehow permitted to be declarer, 
he would have two advantages. 
First, his strong hand would be 
concealed from the defenders in- 
stead of exposed as dummy. Sec- 
ondly, the opening lead would 
come up to his high cards rather 
than through them. 


The Texas convention makes it 
an easy matter to transfer the 
contract to North. South bids four 
diamonds, requiring North to bid 
the next higher-ranking suit— 
hearts. Were South's long suit in 
spades, he would respond four 
hearts to force four spades from 
North. 


As today’s North-South pair were 
using Texas, South replied four 
hearts to the opening one no- 
trump, and North became declarer 
at the desired four-spade contract. 
But this time it happened to be 
the defenders who profited from 
the placing of the opening lead 
with East. East made the normal 
opening—a diamond—and South 
could not avoid the loss of three 
diamonds and the ace of trumps 
for down one, 


At other tables, South responded 
three spades to one no-trump, and 
North raised him to game. West 
opened the jack of clubs, and de- 
clarer saw he had better dispose 
of a diamond loser before touch- 
ing trumps, for East might hold 
the ace of spades and West the 
ace of diamonds. So he ran three 
rounds of clubs, discarding a dia- 
mond, then led a trump. 


East took the ace and switched 
to a diamond, but South now had 
only two diamond losers, making 
game. 


South will go down at four 
spades only if West opens his 
singleton spade and East switches 
to a diamond,

Dear Dr. Molner: After read- 
ing the letter about the young- 
ster who couldn’t be broken of 
taking the cap off the gasoline 
tank to sniff the stuff, I just 
have to tell you what hap- 
pened in “1895.

And I still don’t know why it 
is so intriguing to sniff gasoline. 
Probably the practice is not harm- 
ful if it isn’t done to excess. How- 
ever, this letter does indicate what 
a suitable reward can do, 


We're all duly aware these days 


of the fact that bribery isn’t the 
way to bring up children. At the 


same time, I do have a strong 
suspicion that we sometimes put 
too much emphasis on the term 
“bribery,”’ and too .little on the 
old-fashioned word, “‘reward.”’ 


It’s true that we can’t go 
through life expecting to be re- 
paid, or bribed, for every good 
thing we do. 


But at the same time, it is per- 
fectly in keeping with human mo- 
tivation to expect to be rewarded 
for doing good work, just as we 


shouldn’t expect to receive very 
much in return for poor work. 


Is there a cure for a war- 
icose ulcer? There was also 
a bad case of phlebitis in this 
leg several years ago but the 
contition cleared up without 
any treatment.

Generally, the first rule of clear- 
ing up a varicose ulcer is to clear 
up the varicose veins which are 
hampering circulation. I leave a 
loophole in this advice because 


there can be special cases. For 
instance, among quite elderly pa- 
tients it is sometimes better to 
try medications and other ther- 
apy rather than resort to surgery 
on the veins. 


From the firm handwriting on 
your letter, I would judge you 
do not fall in the elderly category. 


As to the phlebitis — perhaps 
it didn’t clear up as completely as 
you believe. Phiebitis deserves 
continued treatment over an ex- 
tended time. Not radical or fre- 
quent treatment but continued 
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moderate care is necessary, not 
only to let the affected area heal 
but to relieve strain on other veins 
near it.

Dr. Jones—Star of Liberty 


By MARJORY RUTHERFORD 


They called him “one of the 
morning stars of liberty.” 


Noble Wimberly Jones shone, 
with some other Revolutionary 
Georgia patriots, in the earliest 
gray dawn of this nation’s strug- 
gle for independence. 


His devotion to the principles 
of liberty took courage. 


The Georgia physician and 
statesman was in the forefront of 
@ movement unpopular at its start 
in the youngest of the royal Colo- 
nies, and he was going against the 
deepest wishes of his father. 


Many houses were divided when 
news of the Boston Tea Party 
and the Battle of Lexington trick- 
led southward and republican 
sentiment against Engiland’s 
tyranny began growing in the 13th 
colony. 


But Dr. Noble W. Jones faced a 


particularly delicate domestic 
situation. 


His father was the redoubtable 
Noble Jones, companion of Gen.

James Oglethorpe, the founder of 
Georgia, and himself colonial 
treasurer and espouser of the 
king’s side to the very last. 


The younger Jones so respected 
his father’s royalist devotion that 
he did not go as delegate to the 
second Continental Congress be- 
cause of the father’s serious ill- 
ness. 


POWERFUL FIGURE 


But Noble Wimberly Jones be- 
fore and after that session was 
a powerful force in directing Rev- 
olutionary affairs. 

He was to lose a fortune and 
languish in prison before his 
country wrested victory from the 
British. He was to live in other 
states before he came “back 
home” to experiences including a 
proud day in 1791 when, the war- 
ring days long over, this Geor- 
gia “Liberty Boy’ welcomed an 
old campaigner, President George 
Washington, to Savannah. 


Noble Wimberly Jones’ adven- 
turous career began early. 


He came to the New World as a 
lad of 10. His family accompa- 
nied Oglethorpe and others of the 
Georgia colony’s original 114 set- 
tlers on the frigate Anne in 1733. 


Early documents listing Anne 
passengers describe the elder 
Jones as “bred to the profession 
of Physics” and a skilled car-| 
penter who also had the reputa- | 
tion of “being a good mechanic, | 


sant in the manner of scaffolding 
in use at the public works around 
Westminster Abbey.”’

When the British captured 
Savannah in December, 1778, Dr. 
Jones went to Charleston, S.C., 
where he practiced medicine and 
continued his patriotic activities. 
On the fall of that city the Geor- 
gian was taken prisoner by the 
British and sent in captivity to 
St. Augustine, Fla. 

Released in an exchange of 
prisoners in July, 1781, Dr. Jones 
made his way to Philadelphia 
and practiced medicine there. 


After its evacuation by the 
king’s forces in the summer of 


lin, who had been appointed an 
| agent to “represent, solicit and | 
‘transact affairs of the Colony of | 
Georgia in Great Britian.” 


Dr. Jones soon had a reputation 
as an uncompromising and bold 
Whig. Gov. Sir James Wright, 
who succeeded Oglethorpe in| 
management of the Colony of 
Georgia, in reporting to London 
complained of this ‘‘obstreperous 
rebel.” 


The king’s royal displeasure was 
provoked by this Georgian who in 
1765 was termed ‘“‘a distinguished 
opposer of the Stamp Act” and 
who, according to the Georgia Re- 
|publican and State Intelligencer, 
by 1771 began to enjoy the honor 
of being hateful to tyrants.”’ In 


1768 this ‘‘morning star of liberty’’ 
audaciously signed a list of 
grivevances” to be sent to King | 
George. 


Gov. Wright in 1770 vetoed Dr. | 
Jones’ election as speaker of the 
‘house. The following year when | 


governor again exercised his veto. 
The assembly, in a bellicose mood, 
had a second election of Jones — 
and was vetoed yet again. Even- 
tually James Habersham, acting 
governor while Wright was in Eng- 
‘land, ‘at Wright’s instructions, 
| disbanded the assembly over this 
| controversy. 


In 1772 Habersham, in a letter 
he the Ear! of Hillsborough, com- 
faorogy that Jones “opposed the 
public business” under the ‘“‘spe- 
| cious pretense of Liberty and Priv- 
ilege,”” commenting further that 
Jones was “very ungrateful... 
as his family have reaped more 
advantages from Government than 
any I know in the Province .. . 
His father is the King’s Treasurer, 
and if I am not mistaken, reaps 
very considerable emoluments 
from it.” 


One historian pointed out, “‘Be- 
ginning in 1774 with his call for 
a meeting to protest the King’s 
treatment of Boston, his (Noble 
Wimberly Jones’) swing into re- 
bellion was rapid.” 


Despite his loss of the speak- 
er’s gavel, the liberty-loving physi- 
cian. led Georgia’s 


following news of the Boston tea 
party. 


Savannah's Tondee’s Tavern July 
4, 1775, one year to the hour be- 
fore the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was signed in Philadelphia. 


They passed resolutions con- 
demning the closing of Boston 
harbor as ‘“‘tyrannous” and em- 
phasizing the injustice of taxation 
without representation. Jones was 
on a committee which sent 600 
barrels of rice and 
of money” 
the outbreak of the Revolution he 
was a member of the Council of 
Safety and representative to vari- 
ous provincial congresses.

| Noble Wimberly Jones presided 
prs the Constitutional Conven- 
tion which at Louisville in Jeffer- 
son County in May, 1795, amended 
the Constitution of Georgia. 


In 1804 he was elected president 
of the Georgia Medical Society. 
The physician-patriot had a dis- 
tinguished career, and one of its 
highlights was heading the com- 
mittee which made arrangements 
for and entertained President 
George Washington on the presi- 
dent’s 1791 visit to Savannah. 


“Preserving his intellectual and 
physical powers in a wonderful 
degree,”” one historian noted, 
Noble Wimberly Jones died in 
| Savannah Jan. 9, 1805, honored 
‘by his community as “an ac- 
complished gentleman, a skillful 
physician, and a sterling patriot.”

Thirty-six patients at Milledge- 
ville State Hospital escaped in a 
six-month period and have not 
been returned, hospital officials 
said Monday. 


The statistics on Milledgeville 
escapes came t> “ght during a 
newspaper inquiry into the dis- 
appearance of Conley L. Cathey 
Sr.. 51, former Atlanta telephone 
worker. 


Conley, a slight, stooped figure 
of a man, clad only in khakis and 
perhaps a blue sweater, some- 
how slipped into the sub-freezing 
weather from his miserable men- 
tal ward at Milledgeville on the 
night of Jan, 2i—more than three 


weeks ago. 


NO TRACE OF CATHEY 

Hospital and law enforcement 
officials say that despite an in- 
tensive investigation and wide- 
spread search they have found 
no trace of Cathey. He had been 
a patient at the hospital for 15 
years. 


Cathey, mentally and physically 
deteriorated, could not have lived 
outside in the 25-degree weather 
of that night, doctors said. 


Cathey’s disappearance points 
up two facts about the state hos- 
pital—the enormity of the world’s 
second largest mental institution 
‘and the acute shortage of hos- 
pital personnel. 


111 ESCAPED 

During the”’six-month period 
ended Jan. 31, officials said, 111 
patients were listed as escapees 
from the 13.000-acre institution. 
Seventy-five of these have been 
returned, but Cathey and 3% 
others still are unaccounted for. 


A hospital spokesman pointed 


out that keeping track of mental | 


patients is a major problem for 


understaffed mental hospitals | 


throughout th. country. 


‘You could figure our escape 
rate at 222 a year,” he said, 
“and compare it with Arkansas 
which has 5,000 patients and last 
year had 272 escapes. Michigan, 
with 20,000 paiitents, had 320 
escapes.” 


CATHEY FEARED DF.AD 


Milledgeville has abovt 12,000 
patients and 2,500 more on fur- 
lough. The hospital spokesman 
said that about 1,500 of the pa- 
tients are in open wards with 
privileges of leaving the hospital 
grounds.

Cathey’s wife, Mrs. Louise 
Cathey of Cornelia, said she 
doubted her husband was physi- 
cally able to climb over the build- 
ing and walk off the grounds. 
However, a hospital doctor said 
it was possible. 


Mrs. Cathey said that she did 
not believe hospital officials were 
sure of the approximate time of 
her husband’s escape. 


“I don’t think they know,’’ she 
said, ‘‘because they first said he 
left Sunday morning (Jan. 22) 
and then they admitted he hadn’t 
been seen since Saturday night. 


“He was real stooped and they 
said he was almost blind and so 
feeble he couldn't walk far. I 
don’t know, why they can’t find 
out what happened to him. 


“I think if he wandered off, 
somebody would have found him. 
If he’s dead, I would at least like 
to know that.”

R. A. Edlund Adds New Ingredients to Basic Recipe 


Upon mixing the batter, Ed- 
lund insists that the chef not be 
stingy with the eggs. “Many 
chefs prepare their pancake bat- 
ter with a mix,” stated the 


pancake enthusiast, “but my 
batter is started from scratch 
and is mixed by hand. As you 
well know,” he continued, “‘good 
wine must be aged. This is also 


tsp. salt

Beat the egg whites stiff first, 
then you don’t have to wash 
the beater. Beat yolks and milk 
together, add the dry ingredi- 
ents and melted butter. Mix 
well and fold in the egg 
whites. Bake on a hot, lightly 
greased griddle turning once 
after they are bubbly on top. 


Another novel trick is to 
wrap pork sausage links in three 
inch corn meal pancakes and 
serve with a pitcher of maple 
syrup. 


Serve them by spreading sev- 
en or eight inch pancakes with 
a mixture of one third cup soft 
butter, one cup confectioners 
sugar blended with a package 
of defrosted frozen strawberries. 
Roll the pancakes very tightly 
and slice into bite-size pieces. 
Thrust on a toothpick and re- 
heat in oven before serving. It 
is also fun to vary at least part 
of the pancake batter with the 
addition of chopped peeled tart 
apple, well drained crushed 
pineapple, or grated cheese.

Nothing delighted the late Bert Prather, beloved 
Constitution golf writer, more than edging personal 


friend and professional enemy, Ed Miles, of The Jour 
nal on a story. 


On a December afternoon in 1956, Prather hung up the tele- 
phone on his desk, smiled and announced that young Doug Sanders 
of Cedartown was casting his lot with the professionals of golf. 


“Wonder if old Miles knows this?’’ 


> Prather wondered out loud. Before 
>, typing his story, he turned to the 
copy desk and said, “I'm going to 
make you a prediction. Sanders will 
go a long way in this game. With that 
short backswing, he doesn’t look like 
a golfer. But watch him play a round 
and you'll agree. It will take a while, 
but he'll be right up there with the 
best.””

Monday afternoon in Phoenix, 
Ariz., Sanders was right up there 
with the very best. He was match- 
ing strokes with Arnold Palmer, 
residing king of golf and 1960 Pro 
Athlete of the Year. 


Palmer reversed his script in the 
: Monday play-off to nose out Sanders 
Wis by three strokes. Instead of staging 
Outlar his copyrighted gangbusters’ finish, 
Palmer compiled a three-up lead after a dozen holes and in a rare 
display of caution, he played it safe to pick up the winner’s cut of 
$4,300. Sanders had to be satisfied with $3,000 prize loot. Both golf- 
ers collected an additional $2,000 from the gate take. 


—Cedartown Neighbors Not Surprised 


Sanders deserved the entire bankroll. He uncorked the lowest 
competitive score of his career Sunday to zoom from nowhere into 
the lead in the Phoenix Open. Four holes in front of Palmer, 
Sanders signed his name to a sensational eight-under 62 and re- 
tired to the clubhouse. Unfortunately for Sanders, the only man 
who had a chance to overhaul him happened to be the stretch- 
running Palmer. Palmer needed a birdie 4 on the 18th to even the 
270 score and promote the Monday showdown. In the typical Palmer 
manner, he sank a sloping 8-foot putt. 


It was a jarring setback for Sanders. You're supposed to win 
when you shoot a blistering 62 on the final day. But the mere fact 
that Sanders was the man matching putts with Palmer proves that 
Mr. Prather long ago knew what he was talking about. 


Sanders, of course, is no Johnny-Come-Lately. Though he 
has won only three pro meets, he has been there or there- 
abouts in many of the big ones, including last year’s PGA in 
which he trailed Jay Herbert under the wire. Sanders ranked 
10th at the cash window among touring pros last year, de- 
positing a total of $30,506.86 to his account. 


His lofty rating in the pro fraternity comes as no surprise to 
citizens of Cedartown who watched Sanders develop from a caddy 
into an amateur champion. In fact, they've been celebrating as- 
sorted Sanders’ achievements in Cedartown for more than a decade. 


First official ‘“‘Welcome Home Doug’’ was staged back yonder 
in 1951 when Sanders first attracted statewide attention. He won 
the state high school crown, state Jaycee meet and then the Na- 
tional Jaycee tournament. 


—Heart Trouble and a Lot of Heart 


He then migrated to the University of Florida where he served 
three terms as captain of an outstanding Gator golf team. He won 
a room full of sectional titles, including two Southeastern Amateurs, 
two Piney Woods, Florida State Amateur, etc. He jumped front and 
center in the national spotlight in 1955 when he won the AIll- 
America and World amateur championship, a modest title George 
S. May bestowed on his Chicago carnival. 


By 1956 the short-swinging Sanders had decided to join the pro 
circuit. He kissed the amateurs goodbye by becoming the first 
amateur to win the Canadian Open championship. 


The uphill climb continued until 1959 when it seemed that 
the Sanders success story might come to an abrupt end. The 
young man had heart trouble. He vacated the pro tour on the 
advice of physicians. After taking it easy in Cedartown for a 
spell, he got the green light from the medics. Since that time 
he has slowed up during off hours, but he’s still going full 
steam on the links. 


Playing in the coveted Masters is the dream of every golfer, 
particularly a native Georgian. Sanders got his first invitation to 
Augusta in 1957. I recall chatting with Sanders shortly before he 
teed off. Lack of confidence has never been a handicap. He was 
elated that he was included in the line-up with Messrs. Ben Hogan, 
Sam Snead, Cary Middlecoff and associates. However, it was ob- 
vious that Sanders felt right at home and was confident he be- 
longed with the elite. 


He since has proven that he does.

EDDIE WOOD — AFTER A WHILE YOU STOP BEING AMAZED

Eddie Wood is one of those fellows who has 
been just about everywhere and done almost 


everything. His perennial adventures in the out- _ 


doors have carried him into 
most of the odd corners of our 
continent. He sort of reminds 
you of that fellow, Kilroy, who 
always seems to get there first. 
You see a fine moose head on 
the den wall of a friend and 
he’s more than likely to say, 
“Eddie Wood and I got that up 
in western Ontario.” You find 
a sailfish trophy hanging in the 
office of a fellow you know, 
and the chances are good that - 
he'll explain it with approxi- Charles Ettiott 
mately these words, “I was with Eddie Wood 
off Acapulco when I caught that one.”’ 


, After a while, you quit being amazed every 
time someone says he knows Eddie, or was with 
him in some wild nook of the universe. In fact, 


I was only mildly surprised to know that the 


fellow was one of the few fishermen who had 
been to Cuba’s Treasure Lake before our party 
of Bobby Dodd, Ray Graves, Charlie Shepherd 
and this lowly scribe arrived at that isolated spot. 


Eddie and Wayne Dyer ferried an airboat 
across from Key West, haulea it by trailer to 
the terminus of a sugar company railroad, 
loaded it on a flatcar and freighted it over rails 
which cross that section of the orem Zapata 
Swamp under four feet of water. 


The floating land mass around Treasure Lake 
is much like that in some of our own swamps 
closer to home. The layer of muck is held to- 
gether by a network of grass roots, and when a 
man tries to walk across it the ground heaves 
and sinks under his feet. It will hold his weight 
unless he happens to step on a thin spot in the 
floating veneer. Then he’s in trouble. Add to 
this the fact that the swamp is inhabited by such 
critters as outsized crocodiles and walking might 
be classed as a rather hazardous means of travel. 


That is what gave Eddie and Wayne the idea 
of the airboat, which they figured would get 


them across the four miles of dangerous morass 
in a hurry. They unloaded the craft and followed 
one of the winding trails to the lake, and left 
some of their supplies on the only spot of high 
ground they could find. 


Eddie hauled in the second load of supplies 
alone, leaving Dyer at the railroad. He unloaded 
his cargo, cranked up for the return trip and 
things began to happen. A piece of swamp grass 
stuck his throttle and held it wide open. Both 
the throttle and switch were under his feet and 
he couldn't take his hands off the lurching craft 
to free the throttle or turn off the motor. So he 
cut back toward the open lake, which is about 
4 by 5 miles in size, but irregular in shape and 
spotted with islands, long points and shallow 
flats. 


Eddie says he made several trips around the 
lake at about 75 or 80 miles per hour, hit a few 
sunken logs that bounced him 15 or 20 feet off 
the surface and finally decided he could stop the 
careening contraption by turning it into the 
heavy marsh grass walling in the shore of the 
lake. 


It was a good idea and he almost made it, 
except that the airboat roared in at an awkward 
angle, tilted suddenly and went down in about 
eight feet of water. Eddie swam to the rim of 
the marsh and took stock. Four miles of the rep- 
tile-infested swamp lay between him and the 
railroad, and since it was almost impossible to 
walk on the floating veneer of muck, he figured 
the only chance was to make the return trip flat 
on his stomach, which of course wouldn't be too 
good a position if he happened to meet up with 
one of the crotchety crocodiles. 


He wriggled across that marsh for more than 
seven hours, while Wayne Dyer waited on the 
thigh-deep railroad tracks. But Eddie made it, 
and later they went back to Treasure Lake and 
raised the airboat, which I understand is still in 
service between the mainland and lake. 


Eddie is scheduled to show some of his fab- 
ulous fishing movies at Walco’s Tuesday night, 
and if you have a chance to see those pictures, 
you'll know what I mean when I say that ad- 
venture simply seeks out this guy and sometimes 
turns him every way but loose.
